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SCHOOL  HOUSE  BUILDING  COMMITTEES'  REPORT 


To  the  'Voters  of  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of 
Warren,  N.  H.: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  a  vote  passed  at  the 
annual  school  meeting,  held  on  Maich  31,  1906,  the  committee 
chosen  for  that  purpose  has  caused  the  old  school  house,  sit- 
uated near  the  Methodist  church,  to  be  repaired  and  built  anew. 

Having  ascertained  that  a  four-room  building  could  be  con- 
structed for  virtually  the  same  expense  as  would  be  required 
for  a  three-room  building,  the  committee  readily  came  to  a 
decision  in  favor  of  the  former.  Accordingly,  early  in  July, 
Mr.  J.  B.  Clifford  of  Plymouth  was  authorized  to  remove  the 
old  building  from  its  foundation,  excavate  for  a  basement,  and 
lay  a  puddled  stone  wall  about  the  same. 

The  excavation  was  five  feet  deep  throughout,  and  the  stone 
wall  has  the  same  depth,  with  an  average  thickness  of  not  less 
than  one  foot.  The  dimensions  of  the  basement  are  50x36  ft. 
On  top  of  the  stone  wall  is  laid  a  double-row  brick  wall,  three 
feet  in  height.  This  gives  a  total  depth  of  eight  feet  from  the 
floor  of  the  basement  to  the  sills  of  the  superstructure.  The 
basement  is  lighted  by  eight  windows. 

The  superstructure  consists  of  a  four-room  building,  having 
two  rooms  on  both  the  upper  and  lower  floor?,  with  ample  hall- 
ways and  stairways.  All  of  the  rooms  are  25x25  feet.  The 
lower  ones  are  posted  12  feet,  and  the  upper  ones  11  feet.  All 
the  rooms  are  lighted  by  four  windows.  On  the  front  aspect 
of  the  building,  a  tower,  with  windows,  was  incorporated  over 
the  door,  for  ornamental  purposes.  The  entire  building  was 
covered  with  a  steel  roof.  The  interior  of  the  building,  besides 
the  blackboards  and  necessary  coat  and  hat  hooks,  has  received 
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one  coat  of  paint.  We  have  made  a  contract,  also,  for  having 
the  exterior  painted  with  two  coats  of  lead  and  oil.  Of  this, 
the  first  coat  has  been  put  on,  and  the  second  one  remains 
about  one-half  done. 

In  the  basement  an  excellent  wood  furnace  has  been  installed. 
During  the  prolonged,  severe  cold  of  the  past  winter,  this  fur- 
nace has  been  amply  tested,  and  it  has  proved  that  it  is  en- 
tirely equal  to  the  task  of  heating  the  building.  On  only  one 
occasion  has  it  been  necessary  to  dismiss  a  room  on  account  of 
lack  of  heat.  This,  however,  was  due  to  no  fault  of  the  fur- 
nace, but  rather,  to  open  windows.  The  fact  that  the  furnace 
heated  the  building  sufficiently  during  the  cold  spell  when  the 
school  houses  of  Boston  and  other  Massachusetts  cities  had  to 
be  closed  because  of  the  inadequacy  of  their  beating  apparatus, 
is  the  best  possible  proof  of  its  excellence. 

At  present,  the  school  is  being  supplied  with  water  from  a 
well  in  the  basement.  While  this  water  is  of  satisfactory  flavor, 
it  still  remains  to  be  determined  whether  it  is  sufficiently  pure 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Lack  of  funds  compelled  us  to  leave  the  subject  of  privies 
unsettled.  Qjir  own  judgment,  later  confirmed  by  an  opinion 
from  the  state  board  of  health,  was  against  draining  any  more 
sewage  into  the  mill  pond.  In  the  present  circumstances,  the 
most  feasible  solution  of  this  problem  seems  to  be  to  take  the 
present  outbuilding  and  replace  its  sills  and  roof  with  new  ones. 
Then  partition  it  so  as  to  allow  one-half  to  each  sex,  clapboard 
it  outside,  match-board  it  inside,  and  connect  it  with  the  main 
building  by  a  corridor  leading  from  the  bulk-head  in  the  rear  of 
the  ba.-ement.  This  corridor,  having  a  partition  running  length- 
wise, would  correspond  with  the  arrangement  of  the  privy,  and 
would  permit  the  scholars  to  reach  the  latter  without  going  out 
into  the  cold  open  air  or  snow  in  winter.  Under  the  privy 
could  be  placed  a  vault  made  of  brick  and  cement,  or  a  water- 


tight  wooden  receptacle,  capable  of  being  moved.  Competent 
authorities  state  that  the  expenditure  for  corridor  and  privy 
need  not  exceed  seventy-five  dollars. 

Now,  since  the  main  building  is  completed,  we  are  able  to 
recognize  some  defects.  Because  of  an  oversight  on  the  part 
of  the  roofer,  portions  of  the  steel  roof  about  the  tower  were 
not  tightened,  as  they  should  have  been,  with  solder.  This  is 
a  trivial  matter,  however,  and  may  be  remedied  by  the  expen- 
diture of  about  one  dollar.  The  leakage  has  wet  the  plaster 
some,  but  has  done  no  serious  or  permanent  harm.  There  are 
some  other  regretable  but  unimportant  defects,  which  were 
inevitable  when  the  old  building  had  to  be  incorporated  into 
the  structure  of  the  new  one.  It  may  be  that  in  parts  of  the 
building  the  committee  used  more  expensive  material  than  the 
amount  of  money  at  our  disposal  seemed  to  warrant,  and,  yet, 
we  did  this,  when  it  was  done  at  all,  with  the  belief  that  good 
material  is  the  least  expensive  in  the  long  run. 

By  all  fair-minded  and  competent  critics,  it  is  conceded  that 
this  new  school  house  is  strongly  and  substantially  built;  that 
it  is  an  ornament  to  the  town,  and  that  with  good  care  in  the 
future,  it  will  be  equal  to  all  probable, needs,  as  well  as  effecting 
a  distinct  and  much-needed  economy  in  the  cost  of  school  ad- 
ministration. Morover,  it  makes  possible  an  opportunity  for 
marked  improvement  in  the  character  of  instruction.

SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Warren  : 

Duiing  the  past  year  your  schools  have  been  in  session  thirty 
weeks,  divided  in  spring,  fall  and  winter  terms  of  equal 
length. 

Last  July  the  school  boards  of  Warren,  Orford,  Piermont 
and  Hanover  town  district  met  and  organized  a  supervisory 
district.  At  a  later  meeting  Mr.  D.  F.  Carpenter  was  en- 
gaged as  superintendent  of  the  district. 

Several  new  series  of  books  have  been  purchased  the  past 
year  and  more  will  be  needed  the  coming  year,  as  noted  in  the 
superintendent's  report. 

Extensive  repairs  on  the  Ore  Hill  school  house  are  needed 
immediately,  small  repairs  on  the  Swain  Hill  school  house  are 
needed,  also  some  work  is  necessary  to  finish  painting  the  in- 
terior of  the  new  school  building  in  the  village,  also  setting 
blackboards  in  same. 

Attendance  of  scholars  has  been  very  good.  Enumeration 
of  school  children  in  the  month  of  September,  1906,  shows 
seventy-three  males  and  seventy-five  females. 

We  call  attention  to  the  report  of  Superintendent  of  schools. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


School  Board  of  Warren  : 

By  contract  with  the  supervisory  district,  your  superinten- 
dent is  bound  to  give  five  thirteenths,  or  38  per  cent  ot  his  time 
to  the  schools  of  Warren.  During  the  past  two  terms  I  have 
spent  37  days  in  your  schools  and  made  96  calls  of  various 
lengths. 

Of  the  school  houses  in  town,  that  at  Ore  Hill  is  unfit  for  use, 
and  the  Swain  Hill  building  needs  thorough  renovation.  The 
houses  at  the  Summit  and  East  Warren  are  not  in  such  imme- 
diate need  of  large  repairs.  Schools  began  in  the  new  build- 
ing at  the  village,  Dec.  31.  Heating  by  furnace  has  succeeded 
fairly  well  and  with  great  economy  of  fuel.  Among  the  im- 
provements needed  are  to  finish  painting  the  interior,  setting 
the  blackboards  permanently  and  at  proper  height,  completing 
the  basement,  and  providing  running  water.  Schools  formerly 
maintained  in  the  Foote,  Clough  and  Beech  Hill  districts  are 
united  with  the  village  schools  in  the  new  building.  This  con- 
solidation has  already  had  good  effect  in  lessened  expense  and 
increased  efficiency.  The  four  rooms  in  the  new  building  can 
accommodate  all  the  school  children  in  town,  and  four  teachers 
could  easily  do  the  work  which  seven  are  doing  now  and  do  it 
better.  It  is  only  necessary  that  the  work  of  transportation  be 
done  properly. 

Grading  and  systemizing  the  schools  has  been  begun  by 
introducing  the  state  program  of  studies,  and  requiring  and  as- 
sisting each  teacher  to  follow  it  as  closely  as  possible.  The 
consolidation  of  schools  in  the  new  building  was  used  as  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  for  starting  right.  It  must  be  noted  that 
there  has  been  time  for  a  beginning  only,  and  progress,  to  be 
helpful,  must  be  by  slow  steps;  also,  that  no  system  will  run 
itself,  but  requires  constant  expert  over-sight  to  make  it  effec- 
tive. 
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Several  carefully  selected  series  of  text  books  have  been  in- 
troduced during  the  past  year,  and  have  proven  satisfactory, 
for  the  most  part.  Others  are  needed,  especially  in  physiology, 
constitution  of  New  Hampshire,  elementary  history,  and  sup- 
plementary reading.  Books  ought  not  to  be  kept  in  the  schools 
until  completely  worn  out.  A  ragged,  imperfect  book  helps  to 
educate  a  child  in  slovenliness  and  carelessness.  It  would  seem 
a  good  plan  to  provide  each  teacher  with  material  for  minor  re- 
pairs. All  books  should  be  labeled,  numbered,  and  recorded, 
and  teachers  and  scholars  held  responsible  for  their  care. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  commend  the  good  work  done  by 
your  teachers,  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and 
consideration  I  have  received  from  them,  from  your  board,  and 
from  the  people  of  Warren,  so  far  as  I  have  come  in  contact 
with  them.
